New York, Oct. 29,—The American 


ntercolleglate foot ball rules commit- 
tee after meeting in this city have is- 
sued an interpretation of the new foot 
ball rules. Under the decision of the 
committee the second umpire may be 
dispensed with, under rule 1, by an 
agreement of the athletic 
manage- 


ments of the two insulations repre- 
sented. 


Considering rule -5. Jt was Toted that 


in putting the ball in play the cenf 
ter rush may pass the ball back <to 
one tide and need not necessarily snap 
it between .Ms legs. In either case 
the ball must leave his position .while 
he is on the line of scrimmage, and 
must go first to a man who is behind 
the line of scrimmage. 


Under the same rule it was voted 


that in case of a punt out the catcher 
of the kick need not raise his hand as 
a signal for a fair catch, • 
' 


The committee declared that the 


rule preventing hurdling 4s intended 
to apply only to the rnan carrying the 
ball and was passed to prevent a dan-' 
gerons play.. It is intended to allow 
"'under hurdling in the line" stepping 
over a prostrate player, one foot at 
a time, even though both feet of the 
runner be momentarily off the ground 
at the same time. 


The second under rule 11 which pro- 


vides that no player of the Bide which 
has the ball shall be in motion at the 
same moment when the ball is put in- j 
to play is construed to mean that this 
will not prevent a player from running | 
backward from the scrimmage line; 
toward his own goal line. 
|

occupying the middle position, centers 
guard or tackle, may drop back from 
the Hne of scrimmage- on the offense 
the committee declared:

Judge B. B. Dillon decided the Man- 


hattan Oil case 
on refusing to sus- 


tain the suit of 
Attorney 
General 


Wade H. Ellis for $127,370 excise tax- 
es and penalties under the Willis law. 
Judgment in favor of the company 
was rendered on the pleadings, and 
the suit ot the state dismissed. 


The'taxes claimed were for the years 


1902 
to 1005, inclusive. The company 


admitted in its answer that it had not 
been, paying the taxes under the Willis 
act, setting up as a defense payment 
of the taxes required by the Cole law, 
which covers public service corpora- 
tions. 


Judge Dillon holds that it Is plain 


from the language of the statute that 
the legislature did not contemplate re- 
quiring any corporation to pay taxes 
under both laws. He finds that evi- 
dent intentioa of the statute to be to 
place all public service corporations 
under the Cole law and all others un- 
der the Willis law. 


He adds that the theory seems to 


be clear that the legislature did not 
contemplate ft situation where one 
company might be exercising a fran- 
chise for private barter and gain and 
a public service business at the same 
time.
